The campaign for $50,000 for the aero- 
plane height guessing contest, with Capt. 
John W. Connell of the British Flying Corps, 
aviator, was launched Wednesday under the 
auspices of the Andover Fraternal organiza- 
tions at the Topsfield Fair. 

The preliminary work of organizing has 
been done by Capt. Connell and the fraternal 
organizations with headquarters at Allen’s 
music rooms, 4 Main street, Andover, and 
from now until October 29, 30, 31, and 
November 1, every effort will be made by 
the eight organizations to put the amount 
aimed at over-the-top. 

The plan in brief is this: Capt. Connell will 
fly in his aeroplane on the above-mentioned 
dates from East Boston with Andover as the 
center and will cover the cities and town 
within a radius of forty miles. He will fly 
at a uniform height and to those guessing the 
nearest to the actual height, valuable prizes 
will be given absolutely free. Tickets with 
postal cards attached will be sold at a 
nominal sum. The cards with the guess at 
the elevation at which Capt. Connell flies, 
are to be mailed to headquarters, 4 Main 
street, Andover, where the winners will be 
adjudged. The whole thing is a matter of 
judgment.

Automobile valued at $2500, of a well- 
known high grade make.

Radio set with loud speaker, valued at 
$300.

If grown-ups do things in this manner how 
foolish it is of us to expect children to always 
do things right, whose thinking and reason- 
ing powers are wholly undeveloped. We 
must think for them and reason for them, 
while our every action is a lesson that either 
puts them on the right or the wrong track. 
So in teaching safety to children, it must be 
done carefully and thoughtfully without heat, 
passion or impatience. We expect all this of 
teachers if safety is taught in the schools, but 
at home, the spoken word is often- snapped 
out or answers are short and the child only 
understands half of what is meant, and half 
truths or half understandings are hard to

Apple Pomace Makes Good Feed 


One of the greatest sources of danger to 
children comes from playing in the streets 
and the parents’ problem is to keep them off 
except when necessity calls them there,— 
such as going and coming from school and on 
errands. Even though a child has been 
properly taught and understands and acts 
safety, the streets are nevertheless the most 
dangerous places he can go. 

In every large city there is always some 
open space where they may play by going a 
short distance. Many mothers, of course, do 
not wish their children far from home, but 
if the smaller ones could be placed in the 
care of larger children and have them taken 
to one of the playgrounds or an open space, 
the childre would get greater freedom in their 
play and far more safety. It would be a good 
idea if several families having small children 
in a neighborhood where street play prevails, 
clubbed together and hired a reliable girl or 
boy old enough to direct them, and have them 
| taken to some place for their play. The cost 
to each would be small and the absence of 
the mother’s worry would more than balance 
the expense, says the A. L. A. 

In every large city and in a great many of 
the smaller ones and even good-sized towns 
there are social workers who look after the 
health and other conditions of the children 
in the crowded sections. Carrying out a 
little further the above suggestion, why 
would it not be the proper thing for all cities 
in the country to il a corps of women 
whose duty it would be, on each pleasant 
day, to take a certain number of children 
under their care and give them a good time 
in the open. We are sure that there are thou- 
sands of women, young and middle-aged, 
who would jump at the chance of doing this. 
Each one would have a certain number in a 
given section to look after each day, which 
would give them all an outing twice or three 
times each week. The details could easily be 
worked out and no city could use an appro- 
priation to a better purpose than in this 
effort to conserve the lives of its future 
citizens. At these outings there would be a 
splendid opportunity to talk safety to the 
children: They could be told why they were 
brought there, not merely that they might 
play but because the streets were always 
unsafe for little ones, and instructed how to 
care for themselves when alone. Some one

The average car rider pays $4 per year in 
taxes, hidden in street car fare. An average 
of ten per cent ofall the money electric rail- 
way companies take in, they pay out again 
in taxes. .

Almost all com- 
panies have to pay for paving between and 
on the outside of their tracks which they do 
no use. Motor car riders, who do not help 
sustain street car service, do use the pave- 
ments which the car rider pays for.

Gas — A Friend in the Home and an Ally 
in Industry 


Many people think of gas as the faithful 
servant that cooks their food, heats their 
water and warms and illuminates their 
home. These are the only phases of gas use 
with which the average citizen comes in 
contact and thus it is that when he hears gas 
mentioned his mind naturally turns to his 
gas range, his water.heater, his space heater 
or his gas lights. He never thinks of gas 
being used in any other way. 

Industry, however, has provided a new 
field for gas service and today manufactured 
gas is being used in the production of more 
than 5,000 different articles of trade, in- 
cluding almost everything from chocolate 
bon bons to railroad locomotives. 

The following figures, taken f the 
books of a gas company in one of the larger 
cities, show the remarkable increase in the 
use of gas by its local industries. Forty of 
the largest industrial consumers of this gas 
company used during a period of five months 
in 1922 a total of 60,359,800 cubic feet of gas, 
and in 1923 these same consumers for the

feet, an increase of over 25 per cent in one 
year’s time. These 40 industrial consumers 
use as much gas per month as 7,900 house- 
hold consumers of the same gas company, 
and the largest consumer, a baking company, 
will alone use as much gas in a month as 
1,000 household consumers. 

If those of us who have never seen gas at 
work outside of our home should see some of 
the industrial appliances that are now being 
used for the application of gas heat, we would 
marvel to think that this roaring flame, cut- 
ting through the hardest steel and melting 
the hardest of metals, is the same little blue 
flame we know at home, where it does our 
bidding at the least turn of the wrist. 

Just to get an idea of the great diversity of 
gas use let us compare the burner on a 
kitchen range with one of a series of monster 
burners that has recently been installed in a 
great steel plant. The kitchen range burner 
uses approximately 25 cubic feet of gas per 
hour. The huge burner in the steel plant, the 
nozzle of which is 23 1-2’* in diameter, has a 
capacity of 400,000 cubic feet of gas per hour. 

Manutactured ‘gas has made a new friend, 
and the same qualifications that made it 
popular in the home have firmly established 
gas as the ally of industry.

The Andover Collegians~ defeated the 
Harps of South Lawrence in a great 15- 
inning battle on the South Lawrence Com- 
mon Sunday afternoon by the score of 5 to 4, 
The Harps came from behind twice to even up 
the count and just fell shy a run in the final 
inning of again tying up the score. Lyons 
was left stranded on third as Donovan went 
out stealing and Casey did an act fanning. 

Paul Dyer, Punchard High school athlete, 
and McCarthy, Harps’ ace, engaged in a 
wonderful pitching duel. McCarthy fanned 
15 opposing batters during the engagement 
and Dyer struck out 11. The game was 
marked by spectacular fielding throughout, 
the Harps completing one beautiful double 
killing during the encounter and the Andover 
aggregation making two fine double plays. 

Each team was charged with three errors 
during the 15-inning battle, turning in some 
scintillating work afield. Trow starred in the 
outer-garden for the Collegians. Lee, Kil- 
coyne and Costello gave a fine exhibition 
afield for the losers. f 

The Harps trailed 2 to 0 in the seventh 
inning when they came to bat. A double by 
Costello, passes to Lyons and Donovan and a 
timely single by Casey made the game even. 
Neither team was able to break the deadlock 
until the eleventh when the Collegians 
registered a run, but the Harps not to be 
outdone by their Andover opponent also 
registered a tally, again making it all-even. 
It was a brilliant bit of base-running by 
“Doc” Moolic who was sent in to run for 
Berthel that tied up the count. He stole 
second and then raced home ona bunt. The 
dash from the keystone sack to the plate 
ended in a beautiful slide in which Moolic 
rode under Jimmy Dyer, at the plate. It was 
a strategic piece of base-running beauti- 
fully perfected and gave the South Lawrence 
combination another chance to shoot for a 
win. 

Unfortunately fate dealt them a poor hand 
and in the fifteenth frame the Collegians 
tallied twice. An infield hit, followed by a 
pair of singles by J. Dyer and Porter turned 
the trick. The Harps made a game stand in 
their half, however, and fought back, acquir- 
ing a run. They had Lyons on third with 
two down when Casey —not.the mighty 
one — fanned. Casey, however, had been 
responsible for one of the Harps’ runs, hereto- 
fore, and he can be in no way charged with 
the defeat although a hit of any sort would 
have looked pretty at the time. 

Dyer and McCarthy were in the throes of 
a duel from the very outset. Both gave the 
same number of hits, and each issued five 
passes. ay ag had the edge in the strike- 
out enumeration, but Dyer won the game and 
that’s what counts. As a matter of fact that 
Andover team deserved victory, though it 
may be a bit harsh to put it that way in view 
of the great struggle that the Harps put up.

4 The front of the Town house was decorated 
with flags and bunting and flags were 
flown during the day from all the public 
buildings in Elm Square as well as from many 
private residences. 

The mobilization call was sounded by ten 
strokes of the fire alarm at half past six, 
followed by ten strokes at 6.32 and 6.34. 
From that time until ten o'clock there was a 
steady stream of citizens at the table in front 
of the Town house who sto to sign 
the card reading: “I hereby declare that I 
am a true, loyal, 100 per cent American 
citizen and that I am willing to help my 
country in any crisis that may arise.” 

Commander Frank Markey of Andover 
Post was in charge and he was assisted b 
Adjt. Joseph McCarthy, Frank Hughes, i, 
Harry Hilton, Eric Hulme, Douglas Hutche- 
son and Howard Conkey. Standing guard 
were John Henderson of the Spanish War 
Veterans, and John Cummings of the Civil 
war veterans. 


The pupils of St. Augustine's parochial 
school in charge of the Sisters of Notre 
Dame and their pastor, Rev. John A. 
Nugent, O. S. A., held exercises Friday 
morning in honor of National Defense Day. 

The pupils marched from the school 
grounds in the rear to the front of the build- 
ing, Frank Sheibler, Jr., carrying the flag at 
the head of the parade. 

Fr. Nugent briefly addressed the children 
and told them of the real significance of the 
day. He also told of the gladness of the 
nation, six years ago, when the word came of 
the great American victory at St. Mihiel over 
the Germans. He congratulated the pupils 
for the efforts to have a part in observance of 
National Defense Day. 

A most impressive sight was the flag salute 
by the entire group of 270 children, with each 
child repeating the pledge of allegiance.

Vacation Letter 


Andover, Mass. 
September 17, 1924 
Editor Townsman: 


This being ‘‘Old Home Summer” in the 
Maritime Provinces, a couple of former 
Nova Scotians and I decided to visit this 
far-famed vacation land to see the old place, 
and the old and young folks again. Accord- 
ingly, William Baker, Earl Powers and my- 
self started in my trusty Cadillac through 
Maine, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, 
leaving Andover, August 17, at 5.30 a.m., 
arriving-at Calais, Maine, at 9.30 the same 
evening. : 

I must say, I think the road between Port- 
land and Calais the longest road in the world 
—our speedometer registering 392 miles; 
but I think it should have registered 1,000 
miles instead. 

We spent the night at Calais, leaving 
Monday morning for St. John, N.° B., 
arriving there at about 12.30 o’clock, noon, 
a distance of about 84 miles. We found that 
city so interesting that we did not leave it 


-|until. Tuesday morning. Be at leaving St. 
lo 


John, we passed through ricton, N- B., 
and Amherst, .N. S:, which led us through 
a-most beautiful farming country. 

I would like to mention the vast amount 
of new road construction, that is taking 
place all over the Provinces. As they say 
down there: ‘Thanks to United- States 
prohibition.” 

They are spending $26,000,000, on roads in 
the Dominion this year. I think by the 
looks of roads in Maine that they must be 
spending most of their money on the other 
side of the border. 

Well, getting back to our trip — we 
stopped at Oxford, N. S., Tuesday night, 
where we met a party of old Andover people; 
Bill Cropley, now of Marblehead and his 
father and mother, who were making a tour 
through the provinces. We traveled with 
them to Shubenacadie, where I separated 
from both them and my companions, plan- 
hing to rejoin my companions a week later in 
Maitland, N. S., where, it, is claimed are 
the highest tides in the world. 

My week’s stay in Maitland amongst my 
old friends was just one feast after another, 
for seven days. I can’t help but think that 
Ponce de Leon was on the wrong track, when 
he looked for the Fountain of Youth in 
Florida, because it is right in Nova Scotia, 
where I saw men and women over eighty 
years old dancing until twelve o’clock at 
night. I think that is surely evidence 
enough. I must not say too much on this 
score, lest we have an exodus from Andover 
to Nova Scotia. 

We came back over practically the same 
route, making a total mileage on our trip of 
1735 miles, which, thanks to our very 
efficient pr cl wag, ae we made with- 
out one mishap. e only fault we found 
with the Cadillac was, it required us to put 
oil and gas into it every once in a while.

A Worthy Example 


During the past few days there has 
been a great deal said in the newspapers 
throughout..New England about the 
lowered wages at the Amoskeag Manu- 
facturing Company in Manchester, 
New Hampshire. The management of 
this company, realizing the necessity 
of a lowered wage rate, called a com- 
mittee of the workers to talk the matter 
over, and offered them a wage reduction 
of 20 per cent with,the idea that full 
time would be assufed. The workers 
refused this, but compromised on 10 
per cent, and the management in turn 
accepted their proposition with the 
reservation that there would be less 
surety of working full time. 

This is of particular interest to both 
owners and workers throughout this 
section. It shows the general trend of 
such matters today, by bringing a con- 
crete example of cooperation right into 
our midst. The workers were first con- 
sidered by the management and_ the 
‘matter was dealt with by both sides in a 
calm and sane manner. ‘To be sure 
they did not agree at once, but both 
sides were in such a tranquil frame of 
mind that a sensible plan was thought 
out by one and later accepted by the 
other. 

In this connection another fact of 
interest to everyone of us is that Labor 
has been willing to accept the first step 
towards reducing the present inflated 
prices. Everything from taxes to pins 
owes its present high price to high 
wages or salaries. For example, a great 
part of the taxes we pay is used for 
maintaining our schools. By reducing 
labor charges their demands will - be 
less, not only because good teachers 
would be procured at a lower ‘“‘living 
wage", but all supplies would be 
lowered in price. 

Just how much labor goes into the 
manufacture of any specific article is 
almost impossible to state. Even 
local produce from the back yard has to 
be planted and gathered; and if sold, 
it must be transported-by some means; 
and wherever there is transportation 


there is labor. If by the Chinese coolie, 
it is nothing but labor; if by the modern 
truck, there is the driver of the truck, 
the fuel which requires labor to make 
it usable, and the truck itself which was 
produced by laboreven to the source of 
its raw materials. 

If this is a move towards lowering the 
cost of labor, and we all hope that it is, 
it is not only the first step towards 
bringing the purchasing power of our 
dollars up to their true value, but it also 
means that we are now on the eve of a 
greater business stability when we shall 
produce goods in this country as 
economically as they are produced 
elsewhere.

Ash Heaps More Valuable Than Gold 
Mines 


One of the problems of modern city life is 
the disposal of waste and refuse matter, 
largely ashes. Where swamps or marshes are 
available, this material is valuable for filling. 
The refuse matter of the City of Boston has 
filled in much useless marshland and made it 
valuable for building purposes. On the 
marshes near Orient Heights there are large 
areas filled to a depth of ten feet or more with 
ashes. Several years ago a man asked per- 
mission to utilize this filled in land for grow- 
ing vegetables. The crops he obtained after 
comparatively little preparation of the 
ground were surprising, and that land today 
constitutes one of the most valuable market 
garden plots in the metropolitan district. 


Companies engaged in the manufacture of 
gas for lighting and heating purposes utilize 
practically all of the coal, but there is a 
residue of approximately one ton of ashes per 
day for each hundred million cubic feet of gas 
output per year, These ashes have long been 
known to contain valuable particles of coke, 
running as high as 40 per cent of the total, 
but with cheap coal the cost of saving this 
material has been prohibitive, and in some 
Cases great piles of ashes have been allowed 
to accumulate. 

During the past few years the high cost 

of fuel has again turned attention to the 
saving of this material. The Germans have 
perfected a separator which divides the 
material into three general parts: First, 
coke; second, clinker; third, fine dust and 
ashes. One of these separators, at an English 
gas plant, in twelve months worked ovér 
10,360 tons of ashes, from which were re- 
covered 4,740 tons of coke. The net profit 
was $21,000, or at the rate of about $2.02 per 
ton of ashes. The coke was used to make 
more gas or sold for fuel; the clinker and fine 
ash were sold to be used in the manufacture 
of concrete articles such as bricks, blocks and 
roof tile. These bricks and tiles are from one- 
fourth to one-third lighter than clay bricks 
and much more resistant to fire, not weak- 
ened by freezing or thawing, and superior as 
non-conductors of heat. The fine ash is also 
used for mixing with clay in making all 
common clay products, The ash contains 
more or less coke dust which oxidizes in the 
kilns and adds materially to the heat of the 
fire, the saving in fuel being as high as 50 
per cent. 
It is said that the meat-packing industry 
utilizes every bit of a pig except the squeal, 
but the modern gas company manufacturing 
gas from common coal and using the other 
products of coke, tar, ammonia, naphthalene, 
etc., in the preparation of endless drugs, 
rfumes, colors, ete., has gone the packing 
industry one better in utilizing all of the 
hitherto waste material contained in ashes, 
and even gets a squeal occasionally from a 
disgruntled consumer, 


Frog That Liked Eggs 

A little girl who studies birds made 
the discovery that a frog will eat a 
blackbird’s eggs, the London Morning 
Post reports. She found a low-built 
nest with two eggs, one having a small 
hole at the big end. Next day she 
found a frog on the nest, its tongue 
flicking in and out of the hole. “Hither 
the noise of the grass under my feet, 
or the gasp I let out,” she relates in a 
kind of affidavit, “frightened the frog 
away.” On the third day she found 
both the eggs with holes and empty.

| Traffic Congestion Is an Economic Loss 


to Everyone - 


According to the Industrial Digest, the 
probable saturation point of automobiles in 
the United States is in the vicinity of 
18,000,000, and that more than 17,500,000 
will be in use by the end of 1924. This situa- 
tion is the principal cause of congestion of 
street traffic in our larger cities, where the 
majority of streets were laid out for horse- 
drawn vehicular traffic and are now totally 
inadequate to care for the large number of 
trucks and pleasure cars which use them. If, 
however, these streets were used by cars in 
motion only, the situation would not be so 
bad; but the parking of automobiles for 
long periods of time has resulted in such 
traffic congestion that all movement is slowed 
up, with the consequent increase in the cost 
of living to everyone. 


Nearly every large city in the United 


serious study of traffic conditions and regu- 
lations tending to prevent extended parking, 
with the view of facilitating traffic move- 
ment. Reports received from 119 cities 
show that in 57 cities parking is prohibited 
at all times in certain streets. In some cities 
regulations have been made prohibiting the 
use of trolley tracks by automobile traffic, 
confining such traffic to the space between 
the trolley tracks and the curb and not per- 
mitting parking of automobiles on such 
streets as are narrow. This is only fair when 
it is considered that more than 90 per cent

of all a ape of persons on our streets 
is carried by trollets, although the trolleys 
occupy much less actual street space than 
the automobiles, the average being about 
17 per cent for trolleys to 83 per cent for 
automobiles. 

Opposition to parkingregulations in business 
sections on the part of merchants has largely 
disappeared because merchants have made 
the discovery that the fact that cars are 
parked in front of their stores does not 
necessarily mean that the owners or occu- 
pants are in the stores making purchases, and 
that in the majority of cases most of their 
customers reach the shopping district by 
means of trolley cars. 

The re cause of delay to street 
cars is the blocking of traffic by automobiles. 
To prohibit automobiles from using the 
street car tracks for travel is fair play from 
another angle, in that patrons of street cars 
are assessed a special tax for the keeping in 
repair the paving within the tracks and ex- 
tending 18 inches outside, whereas the street 
is free to all other traffic. In one specific 
instance this paving charge amounts to 
three cents per passenger carried. The 
trolley rider also pays his share of keeping 
the trolley tracks free from snow and ice in 
the winter-time, and at the same time makes 
it more available for automobile travel than 
the rest of the street, which often is allowed 
to remain choked with snow. These special 
charges against street railway companies 
have in some cities been remitted, but too 
many still hold to the principle that the 
franchise of the street railway company is of 
great value to the company alone, never 
taking into consideration the fact that in 
| order to render the necessary transportation 
service which the public demands, the com- 
pany must include such charges in its operat- 
ing expenses, which finds expression in the 
rate of fare paid by the car rider. 

The trolley industry as a whole was harder 
hit in the high-priced period during and 
following the war than any other public 
utility, but in spite of that, the industry 
today is carrying more passengers than ever 
before in its history, and is expending up- 
wards of a quarter of a billion dollars annu- 
ally for replacements and extentions. Al- 
though suffering from unfair automobile bus 
cmpetition, the industry has adopted the 
aitomobile bus as a necessary auxiliary to its 
s‘rvice, in providing service in sections 
where permanent equipment in the form of 
trolley tracks and other accessories would 
not be justified by the returns which could 
be had. 

The increased use of passenger auto- 
mobiles, while tending to slow up electric 
railway transportation in cities, has no 
provided a satisfactory substitute for the 
movement of large numbers of people 
quickly and economically and the present 
indications are that it never will. In six 
years the number of automobiles kas in- 
creased 300 per cent and the number of 
riders on trolleys has increased 10 per cent or 
slightly more than the increase in 7 pei 
Many trolley lines in sparsely settled com- 
munities have been abandoned because they 
did not receive sufficient support to pay ex- 
penses, but wherever population is dense, the 
electric trolley is essential to the traveling 
public.

COOLING DISHES 


ib iQue is the season of the year when 
aspic and gelatin dishes appeal to 
the taste as they supply food easy of 
digestion. 

Aspic jelly is made from clarified 
meat broth solidified with gelatin, One 
two-ounce package of gelatin softened 
in one cupful of water ts used for each 
five cupfuls of broth, Meat broths are 
flavored with vegetables freed from 
fat and clarified with crushed egg 
shells and white of egg. Aspic made 
of chicken or veal is a very delicate 
color, Consomme gives a darker color 
as it is prepared from beef, veal and 
fowl with spices and herbs. Beef 
broth is darkest of all. 

The amount of gelatin used is suf- 
ficient to hold slices of tongue, or 
similar solid substances as well as 
whole eggs in an upright position af- 
ter molding. It is also firm enough 
for croutons, but a jelly that will not 
hold its shape, as far as taste is con- 
cerned, is much more desirable. As 
flavors are lessened by chilling, all 
broths used for aspic should be strong- 
ly flavored with the particular vege- 
table or herb that is desired in the 
particular dish. 

The qualities of a good aspic are 
strength of flavor, transparency and 
delicacy of texture, that is, as soft as 
possible, though able to stand up. 

Aspic Jelly From Consomme. 

Take five cupfuls of cleared con- 
somme, one to two ounces of gelatin, 
one-half to one cupful of cold water. 
The quantity of gelatin depends upon 
the solidity desired. Let the gelatin 
stand in the cold water until complete 
_ly absorbed, then pour over the con- 
somme heated to the boiling point. 


Delicate Aspic Jelly. 

Clean a chicken about a year old, 
cut up as for frying, cover with cold 
water, heat quickly to the boiling 
point, then let simmer until tender. 
Strain off the broth through a double 
cloth, Season with salt and pepper 
and set aside to chill and use. Two 
stalks of celery and one onion may be 
added to the fowl while cooking. 


Molded Custard. 

Soften one-fourth of a package of 
gelatin in one-fourth of a cupful of 
cold milk. Make a custard with three 
egg yolks, one-third of a cupfal of 
sugar, a pint of milk and one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt. Add the softened 
gelatin; stir until dissolved and let 
cool; add a teaspoonful of vanilla and 
strain into a mold.

temporary enthusiasm. Thus we see how 
impulses may crystallize into 
permanent legislation and just here lies our 
danger. An _ ill-adjusted and _ short-sighted 
extravagant impulse may easily become, 
through legislative action, imbedded in 
brick and mortar and by this means secure 
a permanent grip upon the taxpayer’s 
purse., Once an error gets itself builded into 
stone and brick or even in a town bond it 
takes on permanency. Its upkeep entails a 
prerranent expense. For illustration take 
our new schoolhouse at Shawsheen, builded 
at a cost of nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars. This cost we meet by a twenty- 
year bond issue. In time this bond will be 
pax but the $20,000 yearly cost for its up- 
eep like Tennyson’s “Brook”? will “go on 
forever.” We still owe $63,000 in bonds for 
our High School. This in time will be paid, 
but its yearly upkeep will hang upon the 
taxpayers’ purse clean down to old age. 
ts enormous furnaces must be fed whatever 
the cost of fuel. This burden of upkeep 
should hold in check our impulses. 


We see the need, therefore, that under- 
takings of this kind should reflect only the 
ultimate and seasoned judgment of our 
town. This judgment, as I have said, can be 
relied upon to act wisely and justly. But no 
such welfseasoned and ultimate judgment of 
Andover’s citjzens is builded into our new 
schoolhouse. It embodies rather the am- 
bition of only a handful of our citizens. The 
great majority of Andover’s business men 
never examined its plans nor were invited 
into counsel. The architect and the school 
board felt amply competent to determine 
the size, style and cost of it. But it should 


not be forgotten that all their planning and 
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execution was under the i

was a town meeting more under the sway of 
a temporary phase of popular opinion; never 
was a heavier permanent yoke laid on the 
neck of the average taxpayer than at and 
during our last town meeting. To render 
its repetition impossible is a task that is 
now engaging the ripest thought of our 
people. Our only open and wise course is to 
glean wisdom from the past by making im. 
pone such action in the future. This can 
done only by bringing such Measures jn 

under the combined wisdom and decision 
of our large body of intelligent men. To 
accomplish this a representative town govern- 
ment has been suggested. Seven towns in 
our State have already adopted this form of 
town government. The officials of fiye of 
these have been personally interviewed and 
they report astounding success, It has 
resulted, they tell us, in bringing to the front 
the best brains and judicial temper of the 
town, men whose deliberations are marked 
by reason rather than by impulse, who bri 
®ver into town action business principles 
long successfully practiced by themselves, 
It has made impossible the “packing” of 
town meetings as a means of securing town 
favor; it has rendered impotent the vocifer. 
ous leader of any special group; it has given 
dignity and deliberation to the proceeding 
laid needed stress upon the report of the 
Finance Committee, balanced the town 
budget, satisfied the inhabitants and in every 
way proved itself superior to the old-fash- 
ioned town-meeting. 

Should the people of Andover think 
favorably of the proposition officials from 
Brookline, Arlington, Watertown, Methuen 
and Winthrop have signified their willingness 
to come to Andover and explain in detail its 
successful workings in their respective 
towns. Our old-fashioned town meeting is 
fast proving itself an anachronism.
